WASHINGTON (AP) — A stack 
of bills, some of which could pro­ 
vok e floor battles, today confront­ 
ed a Congress anxious to go home

Leaders Were shooting for ad­ 
journm ent by the end of this week , 
but there were several issues that 
could prevent them from hitting 
that target. 
The House undertook a man- 
sized job by listing 35 bills for pos­

The question before the House 
is whether to accept amendments 
adopted by the Senate in a move 
to avert a possible veto by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
If acceptance is voted without 
sending the bill to a Senate-House 
conference, the m easure will go 
to the White House. 
The House on July 31 passed a 
bill to grant a 7 per cent increase 
in benefits. The vote was 375-2. 
The Senate last Saturday ap­ 
proved a sim ilar 7 per cent bene­ 
fit boost in passing a Social Secu­ 
rity bill by a 79 -9 vote. However, 
the Senate pared increased fed­ 
eral grants to the states for four 
public assistance program s to 19 7 
million dollars. 
As approved by the House, these 
grants would total 288 millions. 
The program s are for the needy, 
the aged, blind, and disabled and 
dependent children. 
Sen. George A. Sm athers (D- 
F la), sponsor of am endm ents cut­ 
ting the public assistance grants, 
said he was certain their adoption 
would prevent a veto.

CAPE 
CANAVERAL, 
Fla. 
—Air Force scientists and brass 
pressed an intensive investigation 
today to learn what caused the 
nation’s first lunar rock et to ex­ 
plode. 
The huge satellite bearing m is­ 
sile shattered to bits in a puff of 
white smok e Sunday 77 seconds af­ 
ter a fiery blastoff. 
Even before this initial strik e at 
the moon a second attem pt had 
been ordered. The follow-up Air 
Force lunar probe attem pt is ex­ 
pected during a three-day period 
starting Sept. 14. There was a dis­ 
tinct possibility that the Soviets 
might attem pt to beat the new U. 
S. deadline by one day. 
Plans for another moon rock et 
try w ere disclosed as 
the Air 
Force began fishing the explosion- 
torn debris of its first lunar vehi­ 
cle out of the Atlantic. 
Divers descended into 60 feet of 
w ater some 10 m iles northeast of 
the cape and cam e up with sec­ 
tions of the m etal sk in of the Thor 
1,500 -mile-range missile that was 
the first stage of the moon rock et. 
The two upper stages—both bor­ 
rowed from the Navy Vanguard 
program — continued onward an 
undetermined distance after the 
explosion. It was not expected that 
that part of the wreck age would 
be recovered. 
Prelim inary 
analysis 
indicated 
that the explosion occurred in the 
engine com partm ent of the first 
of the three rock et stages. 
Maj. 
Gen. Bernard Schrieyer, 
chief of the Air Force Ballistic 
Missile Division, told a news con- 
fereflce that while it m ight tak e a 
week to pinpoint the trouble defi­ 
nitely, a quick look at the data in­ 
dicated a random failure.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A stack 
of bills, some of which could pro­ 
voke floor battles, today confront­ 
ed a Congress anxious to go home 
and campaign for the fall elec­ 
tions.

Ta lented Da lla s Students Get 
e Ma th In Hig h Seho o l 


DALLAS UFi — Several hundred 
bright DaUas high school gradu­ 
ates enter college this fall with a 
running start on higher mathemat­ 
ics. 
. 
These elite students — they rank 
in the top 10 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s scholastics — completed one 
year of college-level math before 
they received their high sdiool di­ 
plomas. 
Aim of the course is this: 
To allow gifted students to pro­ 
gress as rapidly as they can with­ 
out being held back by less tal­ 
ented youngsters in the same class. 
So successful was the experiment 
that it will be extended this fall 
with college-level courses in phys­ 
ics. chemistry and languages. 
“This is not a crash program 
set off by the dawn of the space 
age,” Dr. W. T. White, superin­ 
tendent, says. “We have 
b e e n 
work ing for a long time on a long- 
range plan that will permit out­ 
standing students to progress ac­ 
cording to their abilities.” 
The math course began 
l a s t 
spring in nine Dallas high schools. 
This fall it will be offered in all 13. 
Dr. White says a high I.Q. is not 
sufficient to place a student in the 


special classes. For that reason, 
the school system itself avoids the 
terms “gifted” or “exceptional.” 
“The selection is based on high 
academic aptitude, industry a n d 
achievement,” Dr. White said. 
The course is for high school 
credit only. School officials hope 
some day it will receive recog­ 
nition by colleges and universities. 
In the meantime*, the students 
shouldn’t have too much trouble 
with entrance exams, a l l ow i n g 
them to bypass college freshman 
math. Dr. White believes. 
That the students themselves are 
eager for such a course was evi­ 
dent at Sunset High School, where 
35 students voluntefred to spend 
two hours a day in the concen­ 
trated course. 
“There is no problem of lack 
of interest with these students,” 
math instructor William B. Rut­ 
ledge said. 
“They were top math students 
to start with, completing 
f ou r 
years of regular high school math 
in ZVx years. 
“And they have made A s pd 
B’s in college-level calculus just 
as 
they 
did

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Talented Dallas Students Get 
College Math In High School 


DALLAS tiP — Several hundred 
bright Dallas high school gradu­ 
ates enter college this fall with a 
running start on higher mathemat- 
ics. 
These elite students — they rank 
in the top IO per cent of the na­ 
tion’s scholastics - completed one 
year of college-level math before 
they received their high school di­ 
plomas. 
Aim of the course is this: 
To allow gifted students to pro­ 
gress as rapidly as they can with 
out being held back by less tai 
ented youngsters in the same class. 
So successful was the experiment 
that it will be extended this fall 
with college-level courses in phys­ 
ics, chemistry and languages. 
“This is not a crash program 
set off by the dawn of the space 
age,” Dr. W. T. White, superin­ 
tendent, says. “We have b e e n 
working for a long time on a long- 
range plan that will permit out­ 
standing students to progress ac­ 
cording to their abilities.” 
The math course began l a s t 
spring in nine Dallas high schools. 
This fall it will be offered in all 13. 
Dr. White says a high I.Q. is not 
sufficient to place a student in the 


special classes. For that reason, 
the school system itself avoids the 
terms “gifted” or “exceptional.” 
“The selection is based on high 
academic aptitude, industry a n d 
achievement,** Dr. White said. 
The course is for high school 
credit only. School officials hope 
some day It will receive recog­ 
nition by colleges and universities. 
In the meantime, the students 
shouldn’t have too much trouble 
with entrance exams, a l l o w i n g 
them to bypass college freshman 
math, Dr. White believes. 
That the students themselves are 
eager for such a course was evi­ 
dent at Sunset High School, where 
35 students volunteered to spend 
two hours a day in the concen­ 
trated course. 
“There is no problem of lack 
of interest with these students,” 
math instructor William B. Rut­ 
ledge said. 
“They were top math students 
to start with, completing f o u r 
vears of regular high school math 
in 34 years. 
“And they have made A s and 
B’s in college-level calculus just 
as

The era of personal deals and personal 
corru ption is over. W hatever comes next will 
have more hope and less hatred in it. 'The 
increase in hope will be for the Middle E ast­ 
ern popu lations who have grown tired of 
being pawns for despots. The decline in hat­ 
red will be for the politicians who have m ade 
it their political stock-in-trade for so long 
they will be bewildered withou t it. 
Bu t the new pu rpose of Western policy in 
the Middle E ast is certain to be geared to 
the iie a that everything possible shou ld be 
done to give more benefit to more people 
from the Western capitalization <rf the oil 
indu stry, with its income of something m ore 
than a billion dollars a year. There is no 
shortage of wealth for the Middle E ast as a

More Hope And Less Hatred 


Not once in the discussion about a new 
line of Western policy in the Middle East 
has anyone proposed a return to the now 
discredited method of playing off one ruler 
against another. 
The era of personal deals and personal 
corruption is over. Whatever comes next will 
have more hope and less hatred in it. The 
increase in hope will be for the Middle East­ 
ern populations who have grown tired of 
being pawns for despots. The decline in hat­ 
red will be for the politicians who have made 
it their political stock-in-trade for so long 
they will be bewildered without it. 
But the new purpose of W’estern policy in 
the Middle East is certain to be geared to 
the idea that everything possible should be 
done to give more benefit to more people 
from the W’estern capitalization of the oil 
industry, with its income of something more 
than a billion dollars a year. There is no 
shortage of wealth for the Middle East as a 


whole; there is only a severe fault in its 
distribution. Even in the oil-wealthiest coun­ 
tries, it has been taken for granted that the 
head man would take everything he wanted 
and spread around what was left, if any. 
Arabs do not believe strongly that there 
should be a relationship between economic 
development and popular welfare. 
The absence of this relationship, neverthe­ 
less, has embarrassed Western capitalism in 
the Middle East and caused friction in poli­ 
tics. Whatever new thought is going to come 
out of awareness that all the old ideas are 
worn out and of no further use will be 
centered on the generation of hope for a 
better future for greater numbers of people. 
At the same time, it will be made clear 
that hope can have no foundation until some 
of the burning hatreds between Arabs and 
between Jews and Arabs have been cooled 
off. The Middle East cannot be helped to 
help itself unless it genuinely wants to be 
helped. 


Goldfine Could Make A Case Of It 


It would he an irony to end all ironies if 
Bernard Goldfine, the “man of the year" in 
congressional investigative circles in 1958, 
were to become the “defendant of the year" 
in a Supreme Court case in 1959. 
The case could grow out of his citation by 
the House of Representatives for contempt 
of Congress. The citation was voted 369-8 on 
the grounds of Goldfine’s refusal to answer 
22 questions put to him by the House subcom­ 
mittee on legislative oversight. 
His bid for judicial immortality would be 
made if the U.S. district attorney in Wash­ 
ington, D C., went before a federal grand 
jury and obtained an indictment — the United 
States vs. Goldfine. There would be a show­ 
down then on a point of law that must be 
cleaded up sooner or later. 
It is whether congressional investigators 


must show clear connections between all 
questions and the authorized purpose of their 
investigations. In a 6-1 verdict in 1957, the 
Supreme Court asserted, “There is no con- 
gressibnal power to expose for the sake of 
exposure ” 
The Goldfine case, if it materialized, .would 
turn on the relevancy of questions about per­ 
sonal financial matters to an investigation 
about independent executive agencies, spe­ 
cifically the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
Unlike the Watkins case last year, which 
involved Communism and was complicated 
by the hazy authorization of the House un- 
American Activities Committee, it would 
concern a specific right and a specific au­ 
thority. Bernard Goldfine may be back in 
the news in 1959 under a new set of head­ 
lines.

Cairo Is Red ‘Bridgehead’ To Africa 


WASHINGTON 
Although President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser “probably" has become 
disenchanged with Communist of­ 
fers of friendship, “Egypt has been 
turned into a bridgehead for the 
Communist thrust into other coun­ 
tries.’’ 
These are among the conclusions 
of a survey of the Communist 
drive into Africa. The survey was 
prepared by experts of the Paris 
office of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and now is being dis­ 
tributed to officials in Washing­ 
ton. 
The report states that the Sov­ 
iets have emphasized that t h e y 
have given aid to Egypt even 
though it is a country in which 
the Communist party is banned. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is being criticized in Wash­ 
ington for his tendency to see the 
Moscow hand behind most o u t ­ 
breaks of Arab nationalism in the 
Middle East. 
The NATO report gives details 
of Communist attempts to take 
over the nationalist drive in the 
area but downgrades the possibil­ 
ities of coups based entirely 
on 
Red groups. The report notes: 
“With only small, mainly illegal, 
Communist parties there is at 
present little scope for building up 
a mass movement in Africa cap­ 
able of seizing power. 
“From the Communist point of 
view, it is therefore essential to 
win over the rising generation of 
Africans and the working class in 
regions where it exists in appre- 
ciable numbers. . .the task of pav­ 
ing the way for Communist pene­ 
tration is left to Communist - led 
front organizations acting in con­ 
junction with the Communist-con­ 
trolled trade unions.” 


THE REPORT STATES 
that 
Egypt has been forced by Nas­ 
ser’s anti-Western policies into in­ 
creased dependence on the Soviet 
bloc economy. The Soviet Union 
now is Egypt’s main trading part­ 
ner, Communist China is second 
and Czechoslovakia is third. 
The Communists, the r e p o r t 
continues, thus “have gained in­ 
fluence over a professedly anti­ 
communist regime, have infiltrat­ 
ed large numbers of technicians 
and teachers into the country and 
now have a fully-fledged front or­ 
ganization based in Cairo.”

Today, when our money is worth 
half that much, the franc is worth 
less than, a penny France is set­ 
ting a new record, too — for cip­ 
hers. 
I was in town on some monkey 
business at the courthouse 
and 


went into a restaurant for some­ 
thing to tide me over. It was what 
I once would have called a mid­ 
afternoon snack. But it cost me 
within a few pennies of a dollar, 
including a small tip for the agree­ 
able girl who took an interest in 
making me feel welcome. 
No matter how you look at it, 
if you look long enough you will 
see what I’m driving at. When it 
costs me a dollar to buy a snack 
that once would have cost half ’a 
dollar, including a small tip, it 
takes twice as many dollars to 
buy snacks. 
Therefore, if I must have twice 
as many dollars and everybody 
else must have more money too, 
not to mention newcomers start­ 
ing out on inflated currency, there 
will have to be more dollars. But 
their total will not represent a rec­ 
ord rate of real income. 
The total will represent nothing 
but a record crop of ciphers. 
This will be true as long as we 
have no way to measure value. 
I know there is some kind of a 
statistic the government puts out 
that measures the value of dol­ 
lars, but I mean some personal 
way to measure value. 
I do not recall that I felt better 
off than ever before in August 
1957 when a pre-recession peak of 
$352,100,000,000 was reached. Cer­ 
tainly I did not feel that I had 
hit the jackpot last month when 
a personal income rate of $358,- 
900,000.000 was reached. 
Matter 
of fact, I felt more like the jack­ 
pot had hit me. I hadn’t been cut 
in on the fun. 
There must be something wrong 
with my appreciation of ciphers.

It was another 
disappointment for Field but he’d 
suffered many before—and had oth­ 
ers yet to surmount. 
At 15, young Cyrus had left home 
in Stockbridge, Mass. with $8 and 
the determination to “seek his for­ 
tune.” In New York he became 
an errand boy in a dry goods 
store. The pay was $50 the first 
year; $100 the second. 


SOON HE RETURNED to Mas­ 
sachusetts to enter the paper busi­ 
ness. By the time he was 33 he 
had acquired $250,000 and was 
ready to enjoy an early retire­ 
ment! 
In a couple of years, however, 
Field met a Canadian engineer 
who was trying to build a tele­ 
graph line across Newfoundland to 
speed up delivery of news from 
Europe. That’s when Field began 
thinking of a cable all the way 
from Newfoundland to England. 
After consulting with such com­ 
munications experts as Samuel F. 
B. Morse, Field got government 
approval and organized a $1,500,- 
000 syndicate to lay 
a trans- 
Atlantic telegraph 
cable. 
Work 
was begun in 1857 but after laying 
the line several hundred miles 
westward from Ireland, the cable 
broke and some $500,000 of equip­ 
ment fell to the bottom of the 
ocean. 


On top of this blow, an economic 
recession struck America. Field 
was forced to put his paper and 
other business interests into bank­ 
ruptcy. 
In 1858 he reorganized the cable 
company and arranged for two 
ships to meet in mid-ocean, splice 
their lines together and start off 
in opposite directions with the 
cable — one toward Valentia, Ire­ 
land, the other toward Trinity Bay, 
Newfoundland. Again Field was to 
face defeat. 
Three times the lines broke and 
were lost in the seas. Field was 
called a “fool,” and there was 
talk of giving up the venture. But 
it was decided to make one more 
try—and this time the cable was 
laid successfully 1,950 miles in wat­ 
ers more than two miles deep. 


NEW YORK HAD a “Cable 
Carnival” in “glorious recognition 
of the most glorious work of the 
age.” England guaranteed to send 
14,000 Pounds (about $70,000) worth 
of government messages annually 
by the new cable and Queen Vic­ 
toria regretted that “the rejection 
of all titles of nobility by the 
United States prevented her from 
conferring knighthood" on Cyrus 
W. Field. 
In a few weeks, the cable broke 
down and the pioneer was ridi­ 
culed again. But in 1859 he raised 
more money for another cable, this 
time with better insulation. 
Because of the Civil W’ar, how­ 
ever, it wasn’t until 1865 that the 
world’s largest steamer, the Great 
Eastern, was hired to lay the heav­ 
ier cable. When more than half 
its length was down, this line also 
broke. 
Indomitable to the end, Field 
came back again in 1866 and this 
cable proved completely success­ 
ful. Congress voted thanks to the 
father of the Atlantic cable and 
awarded him a gold medal—but 
“because of the stupidity of a gov­ 
ernment 
clerk,” 
several 
years 
elapsed before he received it. 
Meanwhile, instead of profiting 
from his accomplishments, Field’s 
fortunes waned. Despite having 
had large financial and railroad in­ 
terests, he became “a compara­ 
tively poor man through business 
reverses and unscrupulous part­ 
ners” who themselves got rich at 
his expense. Nearing death at 72 
Field found his telegraph and other 
investments almost gone. 
As one biographer put it, the 
father of the Atlantic cable was 
“too visionary and chivalrous for 
a .workaday world." 


Reciprocal Illusions

After what seemed to be Inter- 
• 
minable and unnecessary wrang­ 
ling, Congress has passed, in a 
compromise form, the reciprocal 
trade extension demanded by the 
President. 
The President’s anxiety about 
this measure seems to be based 
upon a belief that with plenty of 
trade-concession carrots he can in­ 
duce foreign donkeys to move in 
the direction he thinks wise for 
them and for us. 
I doubt whether all the psycho­ 
logical warriors on the govern­ 
ment payroll at home and abroad 
can estimate with any precision 
what is gained by gratuities of this 
sort or by gifts in hard cash. It is 
difficult to argue a matter of psy­ 
chology, no matter which side we 
take. 
The fact is that reciprocal tar­ 
iff arrangements have been based 
largely upon subjective considera­ 
tions from the time, early in the 
Roosevelt - Hoover campaign of 
1932, when they became a nation- • 
a1 issue. 


WELL BEFORE Roosevelt was 
nominated in the spring of that 
year, the vital political question 
arose as to how the Hawley-Smoot 
Tariff Act could be attacked with­ 
out leading the way to a counter­ 
charge that the Democratic candi­ 
date was going to open the gates 
to foreign competition at the ex­ 
pense of American industry and 
labor. 
What seemed a happy and harm­ 
less political solution would be 
to advocate reciprocal tariff-mak­ 
ing, which was comfortably ex­ 
plained as good old Yankee trad­ 
ing applied to the international 
scene. 
Politically, it was great stuff be­ 
cause it had been a Republican 
secretary of state, Blaine, w h o 
sparked the idea and President 
McKinley had endorsed it in 1901. 
Later, after Roosevelt was nom­ 
inated, his Republican opponents 
began to bombard bim with em­ 
barrassing questions at almost ev­ 
ery whistle stop. “Do you intend 
to reduce the tariffs on this or 
that?” — specifying articles of 
great concern to the immediate lo­ 
cal economy. 
This barrage got to be uncom­ 
fortable. And so the Democratic 
candidate began to hedge. Sen. 
Cordell Hull’s suggestions w e r e 
lost in the preparation of the can­ 
didate’s speech on the subject, 
which was prepared in large part 
by 
two 
protectionist 
senators, 
Walsh of Montana and Pittman of 
Nevada. 
Thereupon 
Hull, 
deeply hurt, 
went into almost complete silence. 
Afterward, 
F.D.R. 
specifically 
promised not to reduce tariffs on 
farm products and, later, on indus­ 
trial items. That is the way the 
campaign ended. 


AS TH^ ROOSEVELT adminis­ 
tration gat under way, the Presi­ 
dent was convinced not only by 


conservatives but by national plan­ 
ners like Tugwell that the United 
States must keep itself free to plan 
its recovery without opening its 
gates to foreign influences. 
Hull, momentarily comforted by 
a reference to reciprocal trade in 
the Roosevelt inaugural speech and 
plenty of soft talk by the President, 
was thrown into depression by the 
President’s refusal to ask for a re­ 
ciprocal bill in 1933. 
Only later in 1934, was such a 
bill passed, but even then it was 
hedged with all sorts of provisos. 
But treaties were made, and the 
free traders assured the public 
that with this instrument we would 
not only quicken the economic life 
of the world, but bring about uni­ 
versal peace and brotherhood. 
None of these pieces of pie in 
the sky materialized on the plate. 
Foreign trade barely increased at 
all in the years before the war, 
and foreign nations found count­ 
less ways of protection other than 
tariffs. 
As we now know, tariffs are a 
relatively outworn way to regulate 
trade. There are quotas, exchange 
restrictions and many other more 
immediate tricks 
Hence the present renewal of the 
Reciprocal Trade Act, while hailed 
as a great weapon in the cold war, 
is not so important in the actual 
channels of trade. 
What has really happened is that 
Congress, happy to escape the pull­ 
ing and hauling to which tarrif- 
making in the past has subjected 
it, has passed the job over to the 
President. 
Perhaps that is a better way. 
And if there is any psychological 
gain, we certainly need it. .

U.S. Attacked 
For Failing To 
Aid Coal Fight 


Legislator From 
West Virginia Hits 
Gov ernment Stand 


WASHINGTON 
- The gov­ 
ernment was accused Monday by 
Rep. Elizabeth Kee (D-WVa) 
of 
standing by while the coal indus­ 
try fights a losing export battle 
with Russia. 
“It is my firm belief,” M r s. 
Kee said, ‘‘that the U. S. g ov­ 
ernment in its dealings with coun­ 
tries which are turning to C om 
munist countries for coal is not 
exercising its full powers on be­ 
half of this great American indus­ 
try . 
“We should recognize this is a 
part of the Russian trade offen­ 
sive and take appropriate action 
to counter it.” 
“This situation,” she added, “is 
particularly discouraging for t h e 
coal industry in West Virginia and 
other states because one of t h e 
most heartening developments 
in 
recent y ears has been growth of 
strong export market. 
“But recent development o v e r- 
seas have raised 
s om e serious 
threats to this important export 
market,” she said. “Unless t h e 
trend is checked it could result in 
a complete loss of these overseas 
shipments.” 
She said already this y ear there 
is the threat of a loss of 12 mil­ 
lion tons in exports. 
“This threat to U. S. coal ex­ 
ports stems from the economic 
war which the Russians have de 
dared upon the United States and 
the West in general,” *she said. 
Russia and its satellites are go­ 
ing all - out to displace U. S. coal 
in markets which were built up 
through hard work and smart, ag­ 
gressive merchandising.” 
Mrs. Kee said the coal industry 
has called the m atter to the at­ 
tention of the State Department. 
“All sorts of vague promises 
have been made that proper ac­ 
tion would be taken,” she added, 
but meanwhile the coal economic 
war goes on.

Legislator From

WASHINGTON (Ai - The gov­ 
ernment was accused Monday by 
Rep. Elizabeth Hee (D-WVa) 
of 
standing by while the coal indus­ 
try fights a losing export battle 
with Russia. 


"It is my firm belief,” M r s. 
Kee said, "that the U. S. g o v ­ 
ernment in its dealings with coun­ 
tries which are turning to C o m ­ 
munist countries for coal is not 
exercising its full powers on be­ 
half of this great American indus­ 
try. 


"We should recognize this is a 
part of the Russian trade often- 
si\e and take appropriate action 
to counter it.” 


"This situation,” she added, “ is 
particularly discouraging for t h e 
coal industry in West Virginia and 
other states because one of t h e 
most heartening developments 
in 
recent years has been growth of 
a strong export market. 
"But recent development o v e r- 
seas have raised s o m e serious 
threats to this important export 
m arket,” she said. "Unless t h e 
trend is checked it could result in 
a complete loss of these overseas 
shipments.” 
She said already this year there 
is the threat of a loss of 12 mil­ 
lion tons in exports. 
"This threat to U. S. coal ex­ 
ports stems from the economic 
war which the Russians have de­ 
clared upon the United States and 
the West in general,” *she said. 
"Russia and its satellites are go­ 
ing all - out to displace U. S. coal 
in m arkets which were built up 
through hard work and sm art, ag­ 
gressive merchandising.” 
Mrs. Kee said the coal industry 
has called the m atter to the at­ 
tention of the State Department. 
"All sorts of vague promises 
have been made that proper ac­ 
tion would be taken,” she added, 
but meanwhile the coal economic 
war goes on.

T h i s non - conformist religious 
group fled to Ca na da by the thou­ 
sa nds a round the turn of the cen­ 
tury to esca pe persecution by the 
cza rist government. Now a minori­ 
ty within the sect, Wh o ca ll them­ 
selves Sons of Freedom, wa nt to 
resettle in Siberia — a nd the Rus­ 
sia ns a re offering them a very 
hea rty welcome. 
More tha n a y ea r a go the Sons 
of Freedom a sked the Soviet gov­ 
ernment to a llow their entire group 
to move to the Soviet Union. 
For y ea rs they ha d been cla shing 
with the government of British (Co­ 
lumbia , expressing their wra th with 
bombings, nudist pa ra des a nd civ­ 
il disobedience which ^metimes 
took more a nd sometimes less 
violent forms. 
The Va ncouver Province report­ 
ed. Ma y 4. 1957: ‘‘It is cla im^ 
tha t tile decision to desert B. C.’s 
(ootena y Country for Russia wa s 
prompted by the forced detention 
of more tha n 100 Fredomite chil­ 
dren in a specia l school a t Den­ 
ver, B. C., beca use their pa rents 
refused to send them to school.”

Back To Siberies? 


By Richard Spong 


Communist propagandists are an­ 
ticipating a windfall in the gyra­ 
tions of a radical group of the 
Dukhobor sect who want to go 
back to Russia. 
T h i s non - conformist religious 
group fled to Canada by the thou­ 
sands around the turn of the cen­ 
tury to escape persecution by the 
czarist government. Now a minori­ 
ty within the sect, who call them ­ 
selves Sons of Freedom, want to 
resettle in Siberia — and the Rus 
sians are offering them a very 
hearty welcome. 
More than a year ago the Sons 
of Freedom asked the Soviet gov­ 
ernment to allow their entire group 
to move to the Soviet Union. 
For years they had been clashing 
with the government of British Co­ 
lumbia, expressing their wrath with 
bombings, nudist parades and civ­ 
il disobedience which sometimes 
took more and sometimes less 
violent forms. 
The Vancouver Province report­ 
ed, May 4, 1957: “ It is claimed 
that tile decision to desert B. C.’s 
Kootenay Country for Russia was 
prompted by the forced detention 
of more than IOO Fredomite chil­ 
dren in sa special school at Den­ 
ver, B. C., because their parents 
refused to send them to school.” 
But the newspaper added that 
much credit should go to the Com­ 
munist propaganda machine for 
sparking the desire to return to 
Russia. 


THE DUKHOBORS were relative 
kte-com ers in the stream of reli­ 
gious dissidents to leave the Old 
World for the Western Hemisphere 
in the search for religious freedom. 
The Russian Orthodox c l e r g y 
gave them their name, which in 
Russia means “Spirit-fighters.” 
The Orthodox priests meant to 
convey that the Dukhobors fight 
against the Spirit of God. But the

nonconformists themselves accept­ 
ed the term as signifying that they 
fight not against but for and with 
the Spirit. 
In this and in certain other re­ 
spects they resemble the Society 
of Friends, which has accepted the 
term Quakers, originally a form of 
opprobrium. 
British Quakers indeed, their in­ 
terest aroused by Count Lo Tol­ 
stoy, raised funds for the Dukho­ 
bors to leave Russia. 
In all about 7,500 of them ar­ 
rived in Canada in 1899. T h e y 
were good farm ers and industrious 
in trade; about 18 months after 
they arrived in Canada they asked 
the Society of Friends to stop its 
pecuniary 
support 
inasmuch 
as 
were now able to stand on their 
own feet. 


THE 
DUKHOBORS 
in Russia 
were persecuted because of their 
refusal to be drafted into the 
army. In Canada the Sons of Free­ 
dom again have rejected military 
service and have objected to com­ 
pulsory education. 
(The original Dukhobors were 
almost entirely illiterate and until 
the turn of the century did not 
possess any written book.) 
The Sons of Freedom, estim at­ 
ed at about 3,000 in number, have 
dynamited 
railroad 
tracks 
and 
homes of less fanatic Dukhobors 
who have obeyed Canadian laws. 
There are about 25,000 Dukhobors 
in rural areas of western Canada 
now. 
•

Early this year four Sons of 
Freedom 
representatives 
visited 
the Soviet Union to appeal for sanc­ 
tuary. 
They found “very s u i t a b l e ” 
areas for resettlem ent at Omsk 
and Altai in Siberia. Now they 
want Canada to pay much of their 
transportation costs. 
The provincial government of 
British Columbia, tired of many 
headaches with the Sons of Free­ 
dom, says its "cooperation” is 
''available” but probably not to the 
extent of carrying the whole load. 
William Moojelsky, a Sons of 
Freedom spokesman, says if the 
first migration of 3.000 proves suc­ 
cessful, another 9,000 Dukhobors 
will follow. But so far the rest of 
the sect, mostly farm ers, have 
been keeping quiet — and their 
clothes on.
